Quite aside from our spiritual debt we in the publishing 
business owe much to the Bible. That is because the 
history of the Bible is, in a way, the history of printing 
and illustration. While preparing the Great Bibles story 
on pages 76 through 88 we were astounded at the im- 
mensity of the undertaking of St. Jerome, who spent 
much of his life in translating and putting on paper a 
monument of the publishing field, his Vulgate Bible. 
With all his work, however, he and his scribes produced 
only a handful of copies, and few people ever saw them. 

Eventually, Bible publishers branched out into pic- 
ture journalism—which is Lire’s special field. On page 
79 you see how Joshua “fit de Battle ob Jericho,” with 
various phases of the story depicted in a style not too 
foreign to modern picture narratives. (On page 28 we 
print a modern narrative by a modern artist.) This illu- 
mination (the one on page 79) is from the Bible of St. 
Paul’s Outside the Walls which, like the Bibles from 
which we show other elaborate illustrations, existed

but a single copy. In 1456, just 480 years before the 
first issue of Lire, Gutenberg took a giant stride toward 
mass production of literary works with his movable 
type, his first book being significantly a Bible, of which 
he turned out nearly 300 copies. He was still far from 
mass reproduction of color pictures. He did, however, 
try to imitate the illuminated Bibles by adding color dec- 
orations by hand and employing big initials, as shown 
above, in an effort to conceal from his buyers the fact 
that they were getting a printed book. 

It is only within the last century that photoengray- 
iz processes have been perfected so that Bibles with 
color illustrations can be mass-produced. Lire, appre- 
ciative of the pioneer work done with the Bible, is 
happy to present some of these works of the old mas- 
ter illuminators with the thought that our 5,400,000 
copies may enable more people to see the Battle of Jer- 
icho in one week than have seen it altogether since it 
was produced by an unknown artist in the 9th Century.

Sinful doings, cafe society, rights of the press 
get mixed up in a New York courthouse farce 


For weeks huge headlines proclaimed what promised to be the j 
vice trial since the days of “Lucky” Luciano. The case involved not 
the usual kind of bums but also a synthetically glamorized as. 
of people known to each other and gossip columnists as 
The biggest name of all was the defendant, Mickey Jelke, 
somewhat rancid heir to $3 million of his family’s margarine fortune. 
The charge against Jelke: forcing Pat Ward, 19, into prostitution to keep 
him in spending money until his inheritance came due. 

Last week the trial opened, and even before any testimony was heard 
it became a cause célébre—for reasons which call girls and procurers 
never give a thought to. As a self-constituted censor of public morals, the 
judge threw out the press and spectators who had sat through the prelim- 
inaries, Newspaper lawyers argued this violated freedom of the press and 
appealed the ruling. The trial went on without reporters or the public in 
the courtroom, What resulted outside the court was one of the most 
unjudicial circuses ever witnessed in New York’s Criminal Courts Build- 
ing. At every recess, photographers and reporters surrounded emergit 
lawyers and Pat Ward. Seeking crumbs of information, they got cake. 

Pat Ward proved to be an accomplished name dropper. The names she 
dropped were readily recognizable if undistinguished. But the name that 
caught many headlines was that of J. Roland Sala, a onetime magistrate 
attired like a musical-comedy count complete with Homburg, yellow vest 
and cane, pearl stick pin and fresh boutonniere, He spouted intermina- 
bly—threats, injured innocence, mispronounced words and garbled pas- 
sages from Shakespeare. He was Pat Ward's personal lawyer and, though 
he had no official status in the courtroom, he stole the show from the 
prosecutor. People by the score—high school boys, old men, elderly 
women—came to see the flamboyant Mr. Sala and his notorious client. 

To capture this legal and extralegal atmosphere, Lire sent Artist Reg- 
inald Marsh to sketch the floodlighted hallway scene (opposite page), as 
well as the more orderly court proceedings before the bla e curtain 
was drawn, Few things said in the hallway and lavatory p erences 
made much sense, but at least one remark of Pat Ward's had m 
"When this is over,” she said, “I am going away and bury myself.”

INDOCHINA: “THE OLDEST WAR? 


LOVE AMONG THE COMMIES 


Under totalitarianism the borderline between 
satire and reality is often so thin as to be vir- 
tually indistinguishable. One of the chief prob- 
Jems of totalitarian existence is knowing just 
when to laugh—and when not to. A case in 
point is the discussion on love that has been 
going on in Communized East Germany. 

Neues Deutschland—the East German Prav- 
da—recently began worrying about the kind of 
love that should be portrayed in Communist 
love stories, “Our love already is different from 
that of the declining bourgeois world,” Neues 
editorialized. "Therefore a true love story of 
today must reflect the changes in our social 
and moral, physical and intellectual life.” But 
Neues allowed that it needn't be all Socialism; 
it could also have physical aspects: “Himmel! 
herrgott, after all we aren't nuns who, seeing 
two young people kissing, make the sign of the 
cross three times!” 

This last sentence seemed to indicate offi- 
cially that a few jokes on the subject might be 
permissible, so the East German satirical week 
ly, Frischer Wind, ran some in an article by 
Sigismund G. Sicher addressed to Communist 
love story write 
> When a man and a woman meet for the first 
time, do not let this happen on a street or in 
nature, but in a factory hall or, better, in a 
mineshaft or, better still, on a narrow iron seaf- 
folding of a building under construction, pref- 
erably not below 5th floor. 
> To achieve an especially realistic effect, nev- 
er let the gitl be exaggeratedly pretty. If neces- 
sary, you can de-romanticize her by writing in 
a missing front tooth. .. . 
> Smitten looks are to be avoided, If reference 
to them is absolutely essential, then formulate 
them thus: "There it was again, the rapturous 
flame in his eyes, making her heart beat faster, 
as if her tractor had caught fire. Her tractor! 
She hurried away to make sure it was still 
standing in its shed.” 
> If affection must be exchanged, never forget 
to mention some comparison with factory work 
such as, ‘He patted her softly on the arm as if 
it were his work bench.” Or, “She grabbed him 
by his thick hair as if an assembly line could 
carry him away the very next moment.” 

Comrade Sicher's instructions are only a 
slight burlesque of those the higher authorities 
give Russian writers every day in the Soviet 
Fatherland. Inspired by his valiant wit, we were 
about to salute the “invincible humor” of the 
East Germans, when a German just back from 
Berlin explained 

“The party permits some leeway from time 
to time on subjects it doesn’t consider of any 
political importance. When you see Frischer 
Wind publishing some satire about the purges 
and the Jewish persecutions in East Germany, 
that is the time for a salute.”

The global character of this war, and the 
unity of all its fronts, are illustrated anew

$1.5 billion in direct aid so far.

We have no common memories as we have 
with other parts of Asia (pp. 120-134), nor 
does it lie in that northern orbit where, in 
the long run, Asia’s main power for good 
or evil resides. Nevertheless the Communist 
conquest of Indochina would be a catastro- 
phe, not only for the food supply and morale 
of all South Asia (India included) but for 
our own immediate position in Korea, where 
the Chinese Reds would benefit from any re- 
Jaxation of pressure on their southern front. 
Per contra, as President Eisenhower said, 
“The working out of any military solution 
to the Korean war will inevitably affect all 
these [other] areas.” 

A great contribution of the late General 
de Lattre to this war was to induce the Viet- 
nam people to take sides. Like Van Fleet with 
the ROKs, he built up a sizable Vietnam 
army and took many thousands of Vietnam- 
ese volunteers into his own forces. While it 
takes French officers to win pitched battles, 
it takes Vietnamese to hunt the guerrillas 
who radiate terror through the countryside 
at night. Present French plans call for train- 
ing and arming two more Vietnam divisions 
—when supplies are in sight. That is one 
reason for Marshal Juin’s current visit to 
Indochina and Korea. But to equip these 
forces, the French need further U.S. aid. 

Will more aid bring the Indochina war 
closer to an end? Militarily it can be won. 
The military outlook would be better, and 
will get better, if the political prospects were 
less clouded. 

Wrote Joseph Conrad of colonialism, “The 
conquest of the earth, which mostly means 
the taking it away from those who have a 
different complexion or slightly flatter noses 


than ourselves, is not a pretty thing when 
you look into it too much, What redeems it 
is the idea only.” Most colonial powers did 
have an “idea” —the spread of Christianity, 
or law, or civilization, or wealth. But the 
moral status of the French in Indochina was 
tarnished, to say the least, when Vichy rep- 
resentatives collaborated with the Japanese. 
To regain status the French needed a new 
idea. Before they could perfect it, the Com- 
munists made Indochina a fighting front. 

While fighting, the French have conduct- 
ed a harassed experiment in nation-building. 
By treaty and French law the Republi of 
Vietnam and its neighbor kingdoms, Laos 
and Cambodia, are now semi-independent 
members of the “French Union.” These in- 


digenous governments are stable enough and 
are represented in Washington by ambassa- 
dors. But the Vietnamese wish that this new 
French idea, particularly as to their status 


within the Union, could be more precisely 
defined. Malaya, for example, has a British 
promise that it “should in due course bi 
come a fully self-governing nation within 
the British Commonwealth”—i.e. as free as 
India, Canada and Ceylon, The French are 
not so explicit. Vietnam's chief of state, Bao 
Dai, is ambiguously described as “the hy- 
phen between Vietnam’s past and future. 


Two things can give substance to the 
French idea for Indochina’s future. The first 
is the Vietnamese army, which is hecoming, 
an army worthy of a real nation and is ri 
placing French troops. The second is that 
the Indochina war is beginning to win be- 
lated recognition as an international respon- 
sibility. The Atlantic Council in December 
formally adopted it as a NATO concern. The 

internationalization” of the war not only 
justifies the fullest U.S. economic support, 
but should help to “clarify” the French Un- 
ion idea by subjecting it to international erit- 
icism. De Lattre, who preached the unity of 
all anti-Communist fronts, said also, “If 
there is one war there must be one peace.” 

This internationalization will be a bless- 
ing to Indochina, to France and therefore 
to Europe. French fears of Germany, which 
have brought European rearmament to a 
dangerous pause, are not entirely neurotic 
and not based only on evil memories like 
that of Oradour (pp. 21-25). For the French 
army is continually drained of its best young 
officers, as the French budget is drained of 
solvency, by the Indochina war. 

Thus every front, through the trenches 
of politics and economics, leads to the next. 
US. policy will be more effective in Korea 
and in Europe if we allow Indochina its equal 
claim on our concern. In the struggle with 
Communism there must be a division of la- 
bor, and everybody can’t fight everywhere: 
but every fighter should have the hacking 
and sy mpathy of the others, constantly com- 
paring war plans and postwar hopes.

Perhaps no agency of the federal government had as 
modest a start as the Department of Agriculture; it 
is certain that no civilian agency operates today on 
a grander scale.

IN GREAT BIBLES 


Illuminated manuscripts embellish the ancient stories 


ESTERN civilization’s oldest and greatest work, the Holy 
W/ vie is also its most durable. Millions of people all over the 

world read it every day, marveling at its lyrical beauty, its 
simple but inspiring description of great events, its phrasing of eternal 
truths. Many of the early American pioneers owned no other book; today 
nine out of every to American homes contain a copy. No other book has 
received so much scholatly care or so much magnificent embellishment. 
No other book has gone through so many editions or been translated into 
so many different languages, 195 in all. The new Revised Standard 
Version, brought out last fall and today outselling all other books, has 
reawakened an interest in Bible reading among thousands of Americans 
who had forgotten the pleasures that the great book holds. 

Written over a span of more than 1,000 years, the Bible embodies 
the best surviving remnants of a great people’s literature. But it has also 
been a problem to scholars through its many repetitions, its seeming con- 
tradictions and its lack of strict chronology. With some exceptions (no 
tably Mark, Luke and Paul) few of its many authors have ever been con- 
clusively identified. No copy exists of the first complete Old Testament, 
which was put together around 100 A.D. out of the diligently hand- 
copied scrolls of Jewish chroniclers who wrote several centuries catlicr. 
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The Old Testament was written in Hebrew and Aramaic (the language of 
Jesus), the New Testament in Greck in the First and possibly Second 
Centuries A.D. The complete Bible was revised and translated into Latin 
around 400 A.D. by St. Jerome (above) who worked from both the He- 
brew and Greck to produce the Vulgate edition, so called because it was 
put into common (or vulgar) use in churches, The Vulgate eventually 
became the official text used by the Roman Catholic Church. 

The first complete book ever printed with movable type, produced by 
Gutenberg 500 years ago, was, significantly, a Bible. The introduction of 
printing brought an increase in new editions and translations, and se- 
vere punishments were meted out by secular officials to those who tried 
to circulate unauthorized translations (pp. 83, 84). A more cordial re~ 
sponse greeted the English translation ordered by King James I of Eng- 
land and completed in 1611. It was the King James version whose vaule- 
ing phraseology helped make the Bible a familiar part of everyday speech. 
Far less familiar is the work of the monks of the Middle Ages who retold 
the Bible stories in illuminated manuscripts. On the following pages Lire 
publishes some of the most beautiful of these manuscripts from some of 
the greatest Bibles now in Europe’s libraries and museums. The first 
six color pages are from the Old Testament, the last four from the New. 


DAM AND EVE enact story of the Garden of Eden in a page from 
Codex Paulinus, a 9th Century Bible now at the Benedictine 
abbey of St. Paul's Outside the Walls in Rome. The magnificently 

preserved codex, or manuscript book, was illuminated by order of the 
Carolingian monarch, Charles the Fat, Charlemagne’s great-grandson. 
At top God creates Adam, introduces him to Paradise and takes a rib from 


him (Gen. 2:21). In middle panel, Eve is created from rib and is taken to 


Adam (Gen. 2:25: “And they were both naked, the man and his wife, and 
were not ashamed”). Tempted by serpent, they eat fruit of Tree of Knowl- 
edge and, knowing shame, cover their nakedness. In bottom panel they 
are expelled from Eden. Adam, who must now earn his bread through 
sweat, tills soil; Eve, who must bring forth children in pain, nurses Cain.

Isaiah Scroll is 2,000 years old 


on which most of the early texts were written, great 
care was taken to protect them from harm. One of the 
oldest manuscripts in existence, the Isaiah Scroll (above), was 
found in 1947 in a cave near Jericho where, safe from war and 
disaster, it had been hidden about 2,000 years ago. To ensure 
the accuracy of new copies of scrolls, which were made by 
hand, a Hebrew scribe recited each word aloud as he wrote it. 
Producing the manuscripts of the Middle Ages was an ardu- 
ous task, usually done in unheated rooms where the ink might 
freeze and where no artificial light was allowed lest it harm the 
parchment. Work was done in silence; if a scribe needed a cer~ 
tain book he signaled for it, using specific signs to show which 
book he wanted—the sign of a cross, for instance, to indicate 
a missal. After 16-hour days of copying, scribes sometimes 
appended humorous inscriptions which still, after centuries, 
can be read in their manuscripts. Now I have finished 
wrote one gratefully. “‘For heaven's sake, give me a drink.”

was probably the Eighth Century monk Bede, who translated the 

Gospel of St. John, But the first whole Bible in English was the 
work of John Wycliffe, who with his friends produced an English ver- 
sion of the Vulgate around 1384. With Wycliffe also begins a long his- 
tory of English recriminations against Bible translators—he was disin- 
terred and burned 44 years after his death. The Church held that no 
translation was proper which was not authorized, and those who dis- 
tributed unauthorized editions were heretics. When William Tyndale 
in 1525 published an English translation of the New Testament, the 
Bishop of London burned all the copies he could find (below). A few 
years later Tyndale was tried and burned to death. Tyndale's Bible, com- 
pleted by Miles Coverdale, was permitted by King Henry VIII, who had 
broken with Rome. But in the years that followed restrictions were 
imposed again, most severely by “Bloody Mary” Tudor. 

Official acceptance of two important Bibles—the Catholic Rheims- 
Douay translation in 1609-10 and the Protestant King James version in 
1611—calmed the air but did not stop the revisers and translators. Typo- 
graphical errors or peculiar phraseology made several editions famous. 
Best known of these are the Bug Bible of around 1550 (“So that thou 
shalt not nede to be afrayed for any bugges by night”—Psalms 91:5), the 
Breeches Bible of 1560 (Adam and Eve “sewed fig leaves together and 
made themselves breeches”), the Wicked Bible of 1631 (ie listed the 
Seventh Commandment as “Thou shalt commit adultry”) and the Vine- 
gar Bible of 1717 (it told the “parable of the vinegar” instead of vine- 
yard). Since Bibles could by this time be made easily and quickly, the 
invention of printing brought an end to the art of illuminating which, 
before it faded, produced decorations of rare grace and subtlety, like the 
Psalter opposite, and told in vivid detail the adventures of the Disciples.

Microscopic Writing 


HEAD OF SAFETY MATCH 


JAPANESE DISCOVER RARE EXAMPLE OF A LOST ART 


Japanese artists, whose work is characterized by intricate 
and painstaking detail, once practiced a craft which went 
a step farther than the Occidental stunt of writing the 
Lord’s Prayer on the head of a pin. They performed feats 
of microscopic writing, using a common lettering brush, 
without the aid of a magnifying glass. They credited their 
accomplishment not to extraordinary vision but to super- 
human guidance which enabled them literally to write what 
they could not see. As one artist described it, he simply 
“imagines” large letters in his mind, and his fingers re- 
spond with delicate sensitivity to h's “subconscious.” 
In Japan, where the art is no longer practiced, a rare col- 
lection recently was found and judged to be the greatest 
of all microscopic writing. Completed in 1917 by Hoshu 
Tatsuta, it consists of 100 Japanese poems inscribed on 
tiny pieces of deer antlers and decorated with portraits of 
the poets. Japanese experts, who valued it at $5,000, call 
the Tatsuta collection an “unprecedented mas

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AMERICA AND ASIA 


LIFE’s Editor-in-Chief surveys enduring relationships which bind us to the peoples and nations 
of the Far East. The historic past we share with them can he the prelude to a hopeful future 
by HENRY R. LUCE 


Most Americans need no reminders of their special relation- 
Europe. As President Eisenhower said, “We are—one 
immigrants or the sons and daughters of immi- 
grants.” We are conscious of our common membership with 
Europe inWestern civilization. To this consciousness LIFE has 
often contributed, notably with its series on Western cul- 
ture, later published as Picture History of Western Man. 

But Americans have also had a special relationship to 
Asia. This relationship is quite different, not only from the 
America-Europe relationship, but also from Europe’s own 
experience of Asia. 

More than a decade of war and tragedy and frustration 


has somewhat darkened Americans’ consciousness of this 
special relationship to Asia, But the history that cradled it, 
and the hopes that it long engendered, are not to be erased. 
Earlier this winter, in the course of a five-week trip to most 
of the countries of the Far East, LiFe’s Editor-in-Chief en- 
countered many reminders of this shared past and to-be- 
ed destiny. Having contributed during his trip to the 
regular news coverage of Asia in both TIME and LIFE, on his 
return he wrote a review of the framework of these news 
events. This article is the result, It is a straightforward 
restatement of the basic relationships between America and 
Asia that give events past and to come their special meaning. 


T is possible to recapitulate under a few broad heads the main re- 
lationships which exist between the United States and Asia. They 
have developed through the course of history. They have resulted 
from great and often spectacular events and also from the broad and 
sometimes little noticed tendencies of both the American and the 
Asian civilizations concerned. 


JAPAN 


'O begin with the most recent of grand historical events, America 

has a unique relationship with Japan and one as profound as life 
and death. It was left to the United States to be the first power that 
should ever defeat Japan and rule over her as a conqueror. Until Mac- 
Arthur stood on the battleship Missouri, in Tokyo Bay, Japan had 
never, in all her history, known any defeat whatsoever except now 
and then a check to its overseas adventures, as when Hideyoshi was 
turned back from Korea in the 16th Century. Thus the idea of in- 
vincibility deriving from the sacred character of her nationhood was 
natural to Japan. The total defeat of Japan in total war launched by 
her will stand out for centuries as one of the radical turning points 
in her national life. 

World War II was a war of many nations ranged on both sides; but 
the Pacific war was, and was known to be, a war between the United 
States and Japan. This terrible union in battle of the fate and destinies 
of the American and Japanese people was prefigured 100 years ago. 
For in 1853, Commodore Perry sailed into Yokohama carrying our 
ultimatum. Japan was then the most hermetically sealed large nation 
in history and whereas it was Japan’s will to remain “closed,” it was 
ours that she should be “opened” and our will prevailed. 

‘After Commodore Perry's visit, Japan, to be sure, took charge 
of her own destinies and the story of the period of the Meiji En- 
lightenment is one of the most romantic and amazing achievements 
of men, Never was a purpose so clearly set for a whole nation and 
so determinedly and successfully pursued for so many decades—the 
purpose being to “modernize” Japan and to make her a great pow- 
er among world powers while retaining all her secret and ancient 
dreams and rubrics. 

In the century that passed between Perry and MacArthur, the 
Japanese “borrowed” —i.e., bought or stole or imitated—more tech- 
niques and mechanisms from Europe than from America. Mainly 
from British and German patterns, Japan contrived her constitution, 
her commercial system, her industries, her military tools and organi- 
zation. Yet, in less deliberate ways, Japan took up many Americanisms 
—haseball, popular news-journalism, and the cult of effort and sue- 
cess, which took national forms. Regrettably, she did not take from 
Europe—or from anywhere—any fresh capacity for rational and phil- 
osophic thought. Japan was, of course, almost impervious to any 
new religious gospel. 


During the great and unique MacArthur occupation, some radical 
changes were made in Japanese life—notably, for example, the estab- 
lishment of equal status for women. There was also much indoctrina- 
tion in democratic dogmas. Some foolish mistakes were inevitably 
made, notably the “pacifist” clause in the Japanese constitution, but 
these errors will soon be washed away by the rains of time and much 
that is democratic and universal will continue to grow, as a monument 
to MacArthur, amid the cherry blossoms and the chrysanthemums. 

Will MacArthur’s—that is, America’s—reformation of Japan really 
change Japan? That is both a foolish and a profound question—toolish 
in that, in the ceaseless change which is history, the score can never 
be finally determined; profound in that the nature and degree of the 
“change” will form the theme of Japanese history for generations to 
come. One thing seems certain, in the profoundest psychological 
sense, and that is that Japan has at last been irrevocably “opened.” 
What has been “opened” is not only Japan as a nation, but also 
the Japanese as individuals, the Japanese character. Henceforth 
Japanese individuals will be open to the dialectic of world history 
and world thought. 

Thus it is that in 1945 even more significantly than in 1853, the 
United States opened up Japan—against her will. And by reason of 
this we have with her a strange and unique relationship. Japan can 
never be indifferent to the United States, and the United States can 
be indifferent to Japan only at great risk and peril. 


KOREA 


JE come next, in our recapitulation, to Korea. Here what is of 

nificance is something which journalism pays little atten- 
tion to, though it makes great peaks of importance in history books. 
Korea, more than any other nation in Asia, received religion from 
America—in the main, Protestant Christianity. Of something like 
30 million Koreans, nearly one million (by family reckoning) became 
Christian—a seemingly small percentage, but a far larger one than in 
any other Asian country in the American Protestant missionary effort 
of the 19th and early 20th Centuries. During this period, American 
foreign policy in relation to Korea was at best unwise and might prop- 
erly be called shoddy and shabby. But despite un-American behavior 
by America in conniving at the subjugation of Korea by Japan, Amer- 
iean ideals of freedom and democracy formed the principal light 
which shone in the dark and brutal period of Japanese overlordship. 
The liberators, notably Syngman Rhee,* looked to America both for 
inspiration and for ultimate liberation. 


*To anticipate criticism from Rhee's American denouncers (some of 
whom denounce him for his Americanism!) let it be observed that he 
now holds office in a historical situation in which, tragically, there has to 
be counter manipulation against various manipulating politicians,

AMERICA AND ASIA continues 


The outstanding event in the modern life of the Korean nation 
is the leadership of the United States in the achievement of Korean 
om by force of gallant arms and economic power. If Korea is 
free—and all may be lost if she is not—the profound and 
peculiar relation between America and Korea will scarcely require 
emphatic underlining. 


THE PHILIPPINES

» America, the great example of popular democracy under re- 
publican principles. found that the empire it had conquered was a 
Christian people. Because they were Roman Catholic and because 
America was dominantly a Protestant country, this circumstance 
was viewed as dubious and unpropitious rather than beneficial to 
our aims, whatever they might be. But those aims were quickly and 
inevitably pronounced. They were that the people of the Philip 
pines should be prepared, meaning educated, for self-governm 
independence and democracy as soon as possible. From this 
nounced purpose, the United States never deviated.

Ivalso need hardly be said that American education in democracy, 
with many actual Americans in the Philippines displaying the less 
admirable features of an acquisitive and vulgar America, has not 
transformed human beings into angels. But the seeds both of 
Christianity and of American democracy, however fertilized in cor- 
ruption, have grown and become a great tree visible throughout all 
the Southern Seas. 

One more thing should be said about our very special relation- 
ship with the Philippines. We no sooner conquered them than we 
proclaimed that their destiny was freedom. Thus the United States 
hlew the trumpet note which was to end colonialism. In this we 
both shared—we and the Filipinos. We gave the gift of freedom, 
but they received. In political as in other matters, it may be more 
blessed to give than to receive, but, as is humanly known, it is 
often more difficult to be a cheerful receiver than a good giver. The 
Filipinos have been good and cheerful—and, in the test of battle, 
heroic—receivers of our gift. And the proof today rather of their 
virtue than of our own is that of all the countries in the wide world 
only the Philippines have no resentment of American leadership. 
They welcome our suggestions as well as our aid. They feel no loss 
of dignity in being our Brothers. In fact we are Brothers, however 
unequal in wealth and power or in experience of democra 
ernment. Let us treasure this actual Brotherhood then, heron out 
deserving, yet worth all that it has cost. 


CHINA 


ND now China, A great deal of history links the United States 
A with China. But since this history seems to have been totally 
annulled by a present in which the United States finds itself in 
mortal combat with Chinese Communist armies we must begin 
with that present. And since the present, at the moment, is so 
badly understood, it is best to describe in some detail the present 
and how it came to be. 

The present indicative for America begins at Taiwan (Formosa). 
On Taiwan is a man, Chiang Kai-shek, our principal ally in the 
great Pacific War, and a government, complete with legislative, 
Judiciary and other civil arms and a highly disciplined force of 
400,000 men, which the United States recognizes as the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of China. Our relations with this man and 
this Government are most peculiar. In 1948, three years after the 
great victory, this man and his Government were all but destroyed 
by the forces of Communism; with such soldiers and such treasure 
as he could salvage Chiang fled to Taiwan, an island of respectable 
size (200 miles long, 7,000,000 population) but small indeed com- 
pared with the vastitude of mainland China.

instead of being halfhearted and insincere, became day by day more 
wholehearted and more enthusiastic. 

At the present moment, the Nationalist Government of Formosa 
can, according to our own standards, be called the best government 
in all Asia. The 7,000,000 people of Formosa are steadily improving 
their standard of living. There is little discontent. ‘The financial 
position of the Government is sound. And all of this is simply hack- 
ground for a great cause—nothing less than the regaining of the 
mainland and the rollback of Communism in China. To this end, 
a significant military force is being trained on Formosa—infantry, 
marine, and some air. And the whole Government—that is, the 
legal Government of all China—is animated by a spirit of purpose 
and conducts itself with the austerity of do-or-die crusaders, 

This is the amazing present. But what is this Government of 
China under Chiang? What are its historical roots? A hundred 
years ago a frightful human holocaust occurred in China known as 
the Taiping Rebellion. Little is recorded of this affair except that 
10,000,000 people may have been killed in it, and that the leader 
of the rebellion was a wild fanatic who proclaimed himself the 
younger brother of Christ—thus weirdly mocking the religion of 
the West. But the significance of the rebellion was clear. To the 
Chinese, it heralded a time of troubles (Toynbee took his phrase 
from Chinese history), an overthrow of one dynasty (Manchu) and 
the long, bloody and confused wait for the establishment of an- 
other era of peace and order. Actually the overthrow of the Man- 
chus did not come until 1911, and then it came not in the name of 
a fanaticism, not even in the name of a fanatical nationalism, nor 
did it come through some great military leader appealing to ancient 
Chinese tradition. The overthrow of the Manchus came through the 
leadership of Sun Yat-sen and in the name of a new idealism, 
largely inspired by the West—the idealism of democracy. And al- 
though Sun Yat-sen owed much to European thought, it was nat- 
ural for him, as for others, to regard America as the great symbol 
of popular democracy. 

But there had been one more great outburst of fanaticism before 
1911—the fanaticism of China’s impotent resentment against the 
West because the West was in so many ways obviously superior. 
That was the so-called Boxer Rebellion of 1900, The Imperial 
Court would not put down this rebellion; in part it encouraged it. 
‘The result was that the “Great Powers” of Europe plus the United 
States marched to Peking and were in a position there to dictate 
terms to the fabulous court of China. The European powers had 
long wanted to divide up China between them, if not into actual 
colonial possessions, at least into spheres of influence, and this 
was one more chance for a general grab. Actually most of the pow- 
ers already had footholds in China of various kinds, and the only 
wonder was that the actual partition of China had not occurred 
long before in the century when the white man had taken most of 
the nonwhite world under his power. This had not happened— 
partly because the Great Powers of Europe were unable to adjust 
their rivalries, partly and most dramatically because the United 
States proclaimed the Open Door in China and invited a worldwide 
guarantee of China’s integrity. Whatever expertese may be applied 
to this dynamic act of diplomacy, the fact is that this was the first 
significant venture of the United States into world affairs outside 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Thus when Sun Yat-sen proclaimed the Republic of China a 
decade later, there was a total, undivided China for him to pro- 
claim it for. There were, to be sure, various foreign privileges which 
the Republic of China must set out to revoke—leaseholds, extra 
territoriality, and claims against Imperial Russia in the vague hin- 
terland of the Mongolias and in Manchuria. But a Great China was 
there, substantially intact, geographically and ethnically. 

The Republic of China did not cetablish itself easily. A period of 
war-lordism broke out. And then in 1927, after Sun Yat-sen had 
died, a man at the head of an organized army started marching 
through China from the South and by 1930, partly through force 
of arms, partly through internal political diplomacy, he estab- 
lished himself and his government as the effective government of 
most of China. Who was this man? Two facts about him speak 
loudly of America. Chiang Kai-shek was, and is, a devout Method- 
ist. He was, and is, married to a beautiful lady educated in Amer- 
ican women’s colleges, who speaks perfect idiomatic American— 
and is a Methodist. 

‘These facts about Chiang need not be given any more weight 
than the weight of symbolism. And except for these two facts, 
there is nothing American about Chiang Kai-shek, He speaks no 
English. He was educated in Japan. But Chiang Kai-shek has as- 
sumed throughout, as indeed did the masses of China until 1948, 
that America was his and their true friend, because America had no

Nevertheless not only in the person of Chiang Kai-shek himself, 
but in the persons of hundreds in the new Government and civil 
service, the Christian Chinese occupied a place of importance. 
Very broadly, yet truly, it was thought that China, while by no 
means repudiating Confucius and all that was good and moral in 
the age-old Chinese civilization, was destined to advance toward 
democracy with considerable help from Christian influence. Hope 
for democracy and for progress was the tie which the China of 
Chiang Kai-shek conceived that it had with America. And it was 
further thought that this tie would be sufficient both for libera- 
tion from the Japanese—for the Japanese assault on China med 
inevitable—and for the development of a free, united, progressive 
and strong China.

ina are bound by these great ties: 

1) the historical, 2) the idealistic and 3) the actual immediate in- 
| volvement with Chiang and his Nationalists. By historical is meant 
the specific intervention of the United States in terms of the Open 
Door policy and other acts and policies consistent with this basic 
position, and courageously confirmed by U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry L. Stimson when he refused, in 1932, to accept the Jap:
